Woman, Whose Will Leaving
$2,000,000 to Charity Is

Husband, Servitor Says

The taking of testimony In the contest
over the will of Mrs. Rosa E. Spang,
brought by Mra. Mahel Spang Croms,
of Copenhagen, a daughter, was begun
in the Surrogates’s Court yesterday be-
fore Burrogate Cohalan and a jury,

Mrs. Spang, who died at the age of
seventy-four in her apartment at the
Waldorf-Astoria, left her daughter an
snnuity of $10,000, bequeathing the re-
mainder of her estate, which was valued
at nearly $2,000.000, to Colonel Michael
Friedsam, president of 2. Altman &
Co.; former Attorney General George
W. Wickersham and Dr. Henry Dwight
Chapin ss trustees to found the “Rosa
E. Spang Foundation.” Thia Inatitution
was to be founded for “the relief of

overty and distress, and the care of
Eahws and young children who through
desertion by their parents Jor other-
wise are objecta of charity.”

Mrs. Spang’s husband, who was a
stee]l manufacturer of Pittsburgh, left
Mra, Crome &n snnultﬁ of $20,000. Mrs.
Crome is contesting her mother's will

on the ground that the testatrix was
not of sound mind when she executed
the instrument and that she was under
undue influence.

Henry W. Taft, as connsel for the
trustees appointed by Mrs. Spang, in
opening hia case spoke of the childhood
of Mrs, Crome. He said it was with
some dificulty that her parents wera
able to control her. Her father, he
added, appointed a guardian for her,
who was pald $1,600 & year, until the
daughter married. Mr, Spang also pro-
vided In his will for this guardian at
the rate of $1,200 a year during the
balance. of the beneﬁciary'n life. Mr.
Taft said that Mrs, Spang had the same
ambition ss her husband—to uss her
estate for charity. Mrs, Spang also
followed the wishes of her husband,
sald Mr, Taft, when ghe left her daush-
ter an annual allowance, instead o
principal part of the estats, Mrs. Crome
noew enjoying an income of $30,000 a
”Mr. Taft sald that although Messrs.
Wickersham &and Fricdsam and Dr.
Chapin had been for many years friands
of Mrs. Spang, and while Dr. Chapin
was interested in inatitutions for chil-
dren, they had no part in directing Mra.
Bplng in the framing of her will. Will-
iam F. Barry, private secretary of Mr.
Wickersham, was the first to testify.
He wes & witness to the execution of
the contested will. Mr. Barry said the
testatrix was of clear mind and under-
standing at the time, and signed the
document of her own volition, although
ghe had to be helped out of bed by &
nurse and then to a desk,

Leonard Enninger. in _chargs of the
waiters on the floor of the Waldorf-

Astoria where Mrs. Spang lived, also
was nresent when the will wae gi r:'nr]

Under examination by former Btate
Benator Edgar T. Brackett, counsel for
Mrs, Crome, Ensinger said he received
10 a week in gratuities from Mra.
pang and $100 at Christmas. The wit-
ness soid that the woman discussed
her family affaira with him and that
she 'talked in = disgaruging manner
sbout her husband, who was paralyzed
and blind." Ensinger declared that
Mrs, Spang read him poetry and
stories, He would not sadmit, when

Whalen Charges
Bus Profiteering
On Staten Island

Plant Commissioner Appeals

to Public to Report All
Anto Drivers Who Collect
More Than 5-Cent Fares

Profiteering charges werea mads yos-
terday againat some of the bus drivers
on the new municipal routes on Staten
Island. The demand for these bumes
has been so great mines the gemsation
of servica on the Midland Rallway
Company's trolley lines that some of
the driveras hayve been charging more
than a B-cent fare.

Thepa operators, according to Grover
A, Whalen, Commissioner of I'lant and

Structures, have been making more
than $25 a day. In a public appesl
made last night the Commissioner

nsked bus patrons to report all drivers
who try to charge 10 cents, or more,
for a ride.

Public Service Commissloner Nizon
Isgued s statement yesterday eompli-
menting Mr. Whalen on the successful
operation of these buses. He sald:

“Commissioner Whalen has done ra-
markably well and deserves much cradit
for go promptly putting the bus sys-
tem into operation.

“Wa probably will have to charge
more in fare as the mervice develops,
but with new, up-to-date equipment
the bus has the advanta over the
time-worn aystem of the rallway. Large
erowda, however, cannot be transported
for great distances as well by the buses
a8 by rail.

“We can learn in u few weeks the
weak and ptrong points of both ays-
tems, but every effort should be made
to restore rallway mervice and bulld it
up to a high state of efficiency, or
Staten Island will have a tremendous
setback.”

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La Guardia Will
Ask Inquiry Into
Sale of Army Food

Aldermanic President Wants
Itemized Account of All
MoneySpent and Received
and Where Surplus Went

A demand for an investigailon into
the sala of army surplus food by the
clty will be made to-day by F. H. La
Guadis, Preaident of the Board of Al-
derman. in a resolution presented to
the Board of Eatimate.

Mr. La Guardia sald that his resolu-
tion was prompted by the fmct that a
profit was reported on the sale, Thm
was not turned over to the city, al-
though many of the clty's employeen
and facllitien were used.

Ho said that his interest in the sale
of army foodstuffs to the public dated
back to his membership in the spscial
committee of investigation while a
member of the House of Representa-
tives. He declared that he fought
against selling the food for export, al-
though the tgen director of sales of
the War Department and others
thought that the food was not prepared
in a manner acceptable to American
housewives. He managed to dlsulpate
thia delusion, he paid.

Mr. La Guardia telegraphed Repre-
sentative William Graham. chairman
of the special committes of investiga-
tion, asking him to inveatigate reporta
here that the army would limit the
sales to 8 system of gealed bids, pro-
hibiting the distribution to retailers
and other agencies. He charged that
such a practice would be 'in direct vio-
lation of the remolution pasased by the
House placing the food on sala and
guaranteeing to dispose of it at low
prices, directly to the people.

In discussing his resolution, to be in-
troduced to-day, Mr. La Guardia de-
clared that he thought the city should
receive the $311,000 reported to have
been cleared in the gale of 33,000.-
000 worth of surplus foods to the pub-
Jic. He said that he had heard that
women volunteer workers wers clamor-
ing to the Mayor for payment.

“] would like to know,” Mr. La
Guardia declared, “what happened to
the $189,000 spent for ealaries in the
sale of the food. If the workers were
volunteers, or lent by city departments,
how is it that soc much money was
needed to pay them? There was a total
of $146,000 spent for trucking. Who
did it? Friends of politiclans? This
will be threshed out if the investigation
1 suggest is permitted.”

Mr. La Guardia's resolntton follows:

“Wheress, The City of New York,
through its Department of Markets,
heretofore t0ld for itself, or for the ne-
count the United States government,
certain food products; and

“Whereas, It has been charged by the
former Commissioner of Markets that &
profit was made on the sale of such
food; and

“Whereas, It doea not appear that
sald profit was turned over to the City
Chamberlain or other city officiala duly
suthorized to receive such funds; now,
therefore, he it
